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To  THE  Beneficiaries  of  the  Temporalities  Board. 

The  Board  for  the  management  of  the  Temporalities  Board 
beg  leave  to  submit  their  Annual  Report,  along  with  a  state- 
ment of  their  investments,  an  abstract  of  the  Treasurer's 
account  for  the  past  year,  duly  audited,  a  detailed  statement 
of  payments  made  to  ministers,  and  an  estimate  of  the  revenue 
and  expenditure  for  the  half-year  ending  30th  June  next. 

Owing  to  changes  in  the  administration  of  the  Fund,  result- 
ing from  the  Union  of  the  Churches  in  June  last,  the  Board  is 
now  charged  with  the  payment  of  a  considerably  larger  amount 
of  annuities  than  formerly.  The  number  of  ministers  paid  on 
25th  November  last  was  152  as  compared  with  103  the  pre- 
vious half-year;  the  amounts  paid  being  respectively  $20,369 
and  $14,850.  The  number  of  Beneficiaries  on  the  roll  at  the 
present  time  is  two  less  than  at  the  date  of  last  payment, 
owing  to  the  resignations  of  Rev.  W.  M.  Black  and  Rev.  John 
Gordon. 

A  meeting  of  the  Beneficiaries  was  held  in  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Montreal,  on  the  second  day  of  February  last,  in  conformity 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  38 
Victoria,  chapter  64.  At  this  meeting  a  code  of  By-laws  was 
adopted,  regulating  the  mode  of  filling  vacancies  in  the  Board, 
and  of  appointing  Auditors.  A  copy  of  these  By-laws  and 
also  of  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  Quebec,  above  referred 
to,  for  the  management  of  the  Temporalities  Fund,  has  been 
sent  to  each  of  the  Beneficiaries,  and,  in  accordance  with  By- 
law No.  8,  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Temporalities  Board 
has  been  instructed  to  funiish  each  of  them  with  a  copy  of  the 
report  and  the  financial  statement  appended  thereto. 

Messrs.  James  Mitchell  and  Alexander  McPherson,  of  Mont- 
real, were  duly  appointed  the  Auditors  of  the  books  and  ac- 
counts of  the  Board  at  the  aforesaid  meeting  of  Beneficiaries, 
and  the  thanks  of  the  Board  are  acknowledged  to  these  gen- 
tlemen for  having  accepted  the  appointment,  and  for  their 
ser\'ices  in  connection  therewith.

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GENERAL  SUSTENTATION  FUND. 
REPORT  FOR  1875. 


The  General  Sustentation  Fund  was  instituted  by  the  Synod 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada  in  connection  with  the 
Church  of  Scotland,  in  June,  1870.  Its  object  was  to  provide 
for  the  payment  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum  to  every 
minister  on  the  Synod's  Roll  not  in  receipt  of  an  allowance  or 
grant  from  the  Temporalities  Fund. 

To  this  end  the  Synod  divided  the  estimated  amount  re- 
quired for  the  year  among  the  different  Presbyteries,  ind 
instructed  them  to  apportion  the  same  to  the  Congregations 
within  their  bounds,  in  such  a  man  iter  as  to  them  should  seem 
fair  and  equitable.  Each  Congregation  was  thus  made  aware 
of  the  sum  expected  from  it.  For  the  most  part  the  Congre- 
gations responded  promptly  and  cheerfully  —  their  annual 
contributions  varying  from  $20  to  $600  each.  The  result 
upon  the  whole  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

During  the  five  years  of  its  working  there  was  contributed 
for  the  Sustentation  Fund  the  sum  of  $40,582.66  by  one  hun- 
dred and  ten  congregations  on  the  average,  being  an  average 
of  very  nearly  $74  to  each  per  annum  to  this  Scheme  of  the 
Church.  When  the  contributions  to  the  Presbyteries'  Home 
Missions  are  taken  into  account,  the  average  given  for  these 
closely  allied  Schemes  from  each  Congregation  would  appear 
to  be  about  $100  annually  during  five  years.  The  whole 
number  of  Congregations  being  at  the  time  one  hundred  and 
twenty,  having  ministers  settled  over  them,  it  follows  that  about 
ten  per  cent,  are  to  be  written  off  as  non-contributing  Congre- 
gations; the  majority  of  these  being  small  and  weak  charges. 

Out  of  the  Fund  thus  created,  an  average  of  about  forty 
ministers  received  annually  a  supplement  of  $200  each,  with 
the  exception  of  one  year,  when  the  equal  dividend  did  not 
quite  reach  that  amount. 

In  terms  of  the  Basis  of  Union  the  Temporalities  Board 
undertook  payment  of  the  claims  of  all  the  ministers  on  the 
Roll  of  the  Synod  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Canada  in 
connection  with  the  Church  of  Scotland  at  the  date  of  the 
Union,  the  15th  June,  1875  :  consequently  the  operations  of 
the  General  Sustentation  Fund  ceased  with  the  half-year 
ending  30th  June  in  that  year,  and  with  the  following  state- 
ments the  accounts  are  closed. 

Whatever  balance  may  remain,  after  paying  outstanding 
accounts,  will  be  handed  over  to  the  Temporalities  Board. 
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Before  closing  this  report  it  is  the  pleasing  duty  of  the  Board 
to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  handsome  bequest  from  the 
executors  of  the  late  Mrs.  Mclntyre  of  Perth,  amounting  to 
$400,  which  has  been  paid  over  to  the  treasurers  of  the 
undermentioned  Schemes,  in  terms  of  the  Synod's  deliverance 
as  set  forth  in  the  printed  minutes  tor  1873,  folio  28  :  to  wit.
